pleiut. «as a widow, tüiity-scven years of age, aud sbe had been 
озгевіогаПу employed by geutiemen as a hou«ckeeyer, eud, inc«cd, 
the acquaintance between the parties commenced then, through de- 
fondant, a grocer at South Norwood, seeing the plaintiff in conse- 
а :ezce of Lis being in want of & bougekerpor.

Recent det:i's from America unbeppily confirm the report that a 
most dastardly attempt bas been made to destroy New York by 
setting fire to the principal hotels. The oo»urrerces of tho evening 
of Friday the 25 h of November were по mere accidental outbarsts 
ia an unusually large number of places. The attempts were 
numerous enough, but that they were premeditated cannot be 
questioncd in face of the evidence produœd. Tho motive for 
selecting the hotels as the first objec!s to be fired is plain enough. 
Those immense establishments ere conducted upou а system 
which gives ample facilities for the successful exeou ion of such a 
plot as that which has bappily bern frustrated. A strerger on his 
arrival wiites Lis name and rtilerce in @ book kept by 
the clrk, and а room із sssgred to Ыш, of which 
һе gets the key and retains possession while he 
remains in the house. There із а common kall in which meals are 
taken, and where several Luudred persons may simultaneously 
breakfast or dine, and reading-rooins to which sll have access, во 
that in the mere magnitcde of the establishments there із every 
facility for a conepicator to escape detection. The zues's goout and 
in perfectly unnoticed, por are their rooms disturbed except by the 
servants in the morning. It hag been ascertained that iu the course 
of the week preceding the incendiary attempts a stranger, carrying 
es bis sole loggsge а black carpet-bag, had arrived at each of the 
thirteen hotels which were afterwards fired and got а room assigned 
to him in the usual way. These bogz contained resin, turpentire, 
and bottles of prepared phosphorur, and when the fatay 
night arrived, the miscreants, after saturating the beds and 
furniture with the phosphorus aud turpentine, iguited tke pile, 
and carefully closing amd lockirg the doors, silently and swiftly 
departed. The plot wag laid wih devilish cunning, and was 
apparently ruthlessly carried out by the desperate conspirators, 
whoever they may baye been. From half-past e'gbt on Friday 
night until ап early hour on Saturday шогирд tho fires which 
had been dguited created confusicn and alarm, but owing to а 
single providential ciroumstance they were all discovered before 
causing a general confligration. In consequence of the careful 
closing of the wiudowa and doors the phosphorus and tarpentino 
did not blsz» quickly, but created вой ері smoke and emell. to 
lead to the timely detection of the danger. Barnum’s Museum, 
end two barges laden with hay in the river were also fired, but 
without sericus result. These alarming occurrences very 
netaral!y produced a great degree cf. excitement ia Now York and 
indignation against the supposed perpetrators. It is to be hoped 
the Confederate Government wes not the icsiigator of such an 
appalling crime.

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER. 
—— 


GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR TEE WEEK. 

КїїсвЕх GA DEN.— Every opportunity should be taken to get 
manure heaps wheeled to their proper quartera. Roots and prus- 
ings and other rubbish, not likely to rot quick, should be charred, 
aud this will make an excellent top-dressing. Look to cauliflower 
in frames ; stir the surface of the soil among the plants, and strew 
custy soil over all to prevent the green growth on the surface, 
which stagnant sir is likely to produce. In mild weather the 
glasscs may be left off occasionally day and night, teking at all 
times a good look-out for slags Parsley, if not covered with half- 
hoops and matting, should be taken up and planted in pots or 
shallow bozes, and placed under protection. In gathering spinach, 
each leaf should be plucked separately, as the grasping a handful, or 
even three or four leaves, is lisble to check the further growth of 
young and tender shoots. Continue to hoe up cabbage, celery, &o, 
when the weather is favourable. Trim hedges, bringing them to 
a sloping point to the top, aud cut away all y shoote. 

FLowrR Garpen.— Keep carnations, auriculas, &o, well pro- 
teoted in severe weather, but at other times let them have plenty of 
air in order that they may grow strong. Shelter from cold wines 
ig of greater importance even than protection from frosts. Pansies 
and other plants should bave a little clear lime water poured round 
the roots as & protection from worms. Look to pits, frames, lawns, 
walks, &c, as advised lest week. 

FRUIT-GARDEN —Discontinue traneplanting now till mild spring 
weather; but.get the ground ready by deep trenching, in order to 
the full benefit of the &tmospbero during the winter. Let the 
whole of the fruit trees, large or small, have plenty of room to de- 
velop themselves.

AN ARTFUL SWINDLER.

ъп excursion, and on the evening of that day Miss Olley missed from 
a locked drawer а bair brecelet, with a gold snap set with diamonds, 
a balf-hoop ring set with briliiauts, & gold ochsin, and а pebble 
bracelet set in fine gold. She bad seen those articles safe in the 
drawer about а fortnight before, On the came dey tho prisoner 
pledged the hair bracelet belopging to Miss Olley et the shop of 
Mr. Lawley, pawnbroker, in Farringdon-street, and a few days 
before or after she pledged the pebble hracclet, їп a false name, at 
the shop of & pawab in Biackheath. The articles mined 
were altogether worth &bout £20, The prig:ner was eventually 
apprehended in Dublip.

Bome twenty natives were in the main pa, bot 
finding themselves ouiflanked, the; fled, after firing a few rounds, 
and both the works were destroyed. One native was shot, and on 
our side а private was wounded.— Melbourne Argus.
